2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
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On page 8, line 21 , the reference character 5 incorrectly refers to both coils and 
control device by the same numeral. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1, 2 and 4-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. 

For example, in claim 1 ; 

line 2, it is unclear what "is" refers to. 

Line 3, it is vague and indefinite what "the object to be investigated" is in 
light of the "for seismic applications" phrase on line 1 . 
line 5, there is no prior language in the claim to provide antecedent 
language for "the outer housing". 

lines 4-5, the phrase "characterized in that in the outer housing" is vague 
and indefinite. 

Line 8, it is indefinite whether the "inner common housing" and "inner 
housing" (line 5) are the same. 
In claim 2, it is unclear what "good slide properties" entails. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 1 , as broadly interpreted and best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over the patent to Cholet et al ('696). 

Cholet et al discloses a vibration generator for seismic applications. The 
generator includes two coil cores (A), two coils (B), and a housing (M). Although 
the instant claim specifies an inner housing and an outer housing, the 
indefiniteness of the claim, as noted above, does not suggest any difference 
between the two housings. Therefore, as best understood, the housing (P, M) of 
Cholet et al would obvious read upon the inner and outer housing of the instant 
claim.
